I am enclosing a copy of CD 463, pp. 1-2*, as requested. CD 385.106 was in 
my last mailing. I can't figure out the third document you asked for; "CD 81:5 (640)." 

Now that the Plumbers* trial is over, do kax you have any definite expectations 
on when you will be publishing the transcript?? Will I be able to get an advance 
copy of the text? 

I have no reason to believe there is any connection with the release of 
the transcript, but I have just been given an article from the June 9 National 
Tattler. This is by James Kerr, based on an interview with Carr, who criticized 
Warren for "thwarting" the Texas Court of Inquiry. Generally it confirms the 
hostilities we read between the lines in the Texas correspondence file. Carr did 
specifically mention the LHO/FBI meeting, calling it a "joint meeting" of the WC 
and the Court of Inquiry; it is presented in the article as an example of how 
the Texans wanted to cooperate and share informationl I 

With regard to your request about the Mexico City directories; no luck. 

I checked the U.C. library (main library, Bancroft, and the Map Room), the Center 
for Latin American studies, and the Berkeley Public library. Two libraries have 
the current Mexico City phone book, and Bancroft has a few k scattered pre-1958 
phone books. I found no indication that a city directory even exists. If I recall 
correctly, the major publisher of U.S. city directories 4SSl (Polk?) says in the 
front of each one that they maintain a library of city directories at kksxx their 
main office, which I think is in D.C, Anyhow, they would be the people who could 
tell you if such a city directory exists.
